' „ 1 : A f a result of reference a., HTAUT0MAT has the 

following background information which may be of interest 
in taking action on reference b. : 

t a. The seventeen WACs received by HTA (reference 

a., paragraph 1) represent- about 14- percent of the WAC 
sheet coverage of . the USSR proper. On the seventeen WACs 
there were approximately 566 control points of which 103 
may possibly be covered by existing photo coverage. This 
was determined by utilizing photographic indexes at a 
scale of 1:1,000,000. Therefore, the reliability for 
accurate pin-point coverage of the geodetic stations is 
limited by this consideration. 

b* ^h® Photo identification and the determination 
oi points actually covered by existing photography, has not 
been established or accomplished. This operation would 
involve detailed photo-identification of each geodetic 

an< ^ its reference points. It is not known how many 
o_ the geodetic points covered by photography can actually 
be positively photo- identified. 

c. HTA has no record of the reliability and 
accuracy of the description of the geodetic cnntrol points 
having been determined - along with the validity of the 
control points. « J 

2. A copy of the coverage list prepared by HTA, 
covering only the 17 WACs, was sent to Mr. Reber on 24- 
March 1958. 
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3. On 22 April, a meeting was held at HTA, with 
the representatives of the various services, ostensibly
